Now I fhould think that when the Villainy of 
that is fo fully laid open to the World, it fhould 
not a little concern the Honour of the Nation, 
but very much concern the Honour ahd Wifedom • 
of the Houfe of Peers, to deface fo great a Mo- 
nument erected by themfelves in Hondtir of fo 
grois an hnpofiure. 

It isihame enough to the prcfHnt Age to have 
given any publick Credit to fo enormous a Cheat, 
and the grcateft Kindnefs it can do it iclf . is to 
deftroy, as much as may be, all the Records of 
A'dsdone by the Government to abet it. 

What will Pofterity judge of the prefcnt No- 
bility, to fee fuch an unprefidentedLsc^, not onely 
enad:cd upon fo foul an Occafionj but after the 
difcovery of the Cheat, aflerted with Heat and 
Zeal, though to the fubverfion of their own Fun- 
damental Rights and Privileges^ 

Befidcs the Roman CatholicliPeers have fufferd 

B fevcrcly 
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i^arcly enough already by their own honou- . 
rablc Houfc's giving Credit to fo dull an Impo- t 
fture : And I think it is the Icaft Compcnfation 
that they can in Honour make them, only /o 
reftor^ cm to their natural Bights. 

What will foreign Nations and future Ages 
think of the Injuftice and Barbarity of the pre- 
fent Peerage, to fuflfer Englijh Noblemen to be 
^iptoi the greatefi Privikge of their Birth-right 
by fo unheard of a Villainy? And when it is in 
their Power to fee their injur d Peers redrcffed, 
that diey ibould not only fuffer em to be ib 
bafeiy robb'd of their Peerage, but fhould i^x 
ever c^K(l^ and ratify the Fraucthy Authority 
4)nd force; of Law. 

This vould be an eternal National Reproaciv 
atidfucha blot upon the Houfe of Peers, that na 
.tc7)gth of time could wear away y nothing but 
the Univcrfal Conflagration could deftroy. 

Thirdly, It ou^t to be repealed, becaufcof 
the incompetent Authority by wlsch the Law was 
QOa^d ; It IS a Law of as Ecclefiafiicamzmrc, 
madewithout the Authority of the Church, con- 
^ary to the Pradicc of the Chriftian World in 
all Agcs^and indeed to our Saviour's own Com^ 
miflion,who fetled all Power of Government,and 
efpecially the Legijlative (which is the higheft 
A£t. of it) upon the Officers of his own Kingdom} 
if) that for any odier Qxdcr of Men, to aflfume

the Exercifc of any fuch Authority to thcm- 
lelvcs, is no lefs than to ckpofe him from his- 
Throne, by Jifowning, negleSiing, and af routing' 
his Commiffion to his Cat/jolicJ^ Church. 

This Power of making Decrees concerning 
Divine Verities, is the very Foundation' upon^ 
which the whole Fabrick of theChriftian Church 
hath hitherto flood, and is to ftand to the End 
of the World. For if it be once taken away, as 
here it is, there is no peculiar Gavernmem left to 
the Church it felf, and without Government there 
can be no Society, or BamfoiUtmn 5 and with- 
out that, there remains nothing but Confufion ; 
So dangerous a Trcfpaft is it for the Temporal 
Powers to entrench upon this facred Prerogative 
oi^cHoly Catholick.Church. 

The Civil P<mer may rcftrain the Exercife of it; 
as they ihall judge meet for the Ends dtPeace^^sA 
thelntercft oftheConpimon-weaIth,andpunifli it 
too, at their own Difcrction, if it Ihall any way 
prefume to entrench upon the Power of the State. 

But tho' it may prevent or ciorre<ft Ahujes^yct 
it cannot ufurp the Power it felf without mani-^ 
feft Sacrilege and Blafphemy 5 in ihort , this is 
fuch a daring Invafion of our Saviours own 
Kingdom, that nothing more imports Chriftian 
Kings and Governours , than to be wary and 
cautious how they lay Hands upon it. 

Neither can it be pleaded this Law was con^ 

B 2 fcnted 
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fentcd to by the Bijhops (to their Ihamc) in the 
Houfc of Lords. For Fir^, it being an Ecdefi- 
aftical Law, it ought to have been antecedently 
cnadted by them, without any Lay-Concurrence j 
and when they had firft decreed it by their own 
frofer Authority 5 Then, and not before then, was 
it lawfull for the Parliament to take it into their 
Confideratiori, and as they judged it fit, to abett 
it with temporal Penalties. 

Which Prad:ice (as I have before mentioned) | 

was ever moft religioufly obfcrved by all Chri- | 

ftian Kings and Princes, and never before viola- i 
ted, but by Apoftates and i?e^/ Parliaments. 
^ But then Secondly, The Bifliops fit not in the 
Hou(e of Lords as Bifl>ops, but as Temporal Ba^ 
ronSj and fo adt not there by virtue of any pow- 
er derived firom our Blejfed Saviour^ but firom 
the meer Grace and Favour of the King^ And if 
they themfelves ihould pretend to exercife any 
iEcclefiaflical Authority in that Place,they would 
moft fcandaloufly betray, and as much as in em 
lieSjdcftroy the very Being of a Chriftian Churchy 
and profanely pavm the Bifhop to the Lord : Be- 
fides, that laftly by the Law of England the Ec- 
clefiaftical Power is fetled in Convocation', fo 
that to ena<St any thing of that Nature with- 
out their Confent^ is to betray the Rights of the 
Church of England as by Imw eftablijh'ed in par- 
ticular^ as well as of the Church Catholici, in 
CeneraL Fourthly, 
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• FCurthly, It ought to be repealed bccaufe of 
the uTtcertainty and Faljhooc/ oi the Matters con- 
tained m the Declaration it lelr} as, 

Firft, That there is no Tranfubjlantiation in the 
Sacrament of our S aviour s Body and Blood. 

KndiSccondly, That the Invocation of Saints and 
the Mother of God is Idolatry : both which Propo- 
fitions are by this Law to be folemnly and fin- 
cerely in the Prefence of God profellcd, teftified, 
and declared, which in Confciencc is .the fame 
thing with 2. formal Oath^ whatever it is in Law. 

Now to ooiige the whole Nobility of a Na- 
tion, to fwear to the Truth of fuch abflrufe and 
uncertain Propofitions, which they neither ^0 nor 
can, nor indeed ought to uhderftand, and this 
upon Penalty of forfeiting the Privileges of their. 
Birthright, is fuch a monflrous and inhumane 
piece of Barbarity as could never have entered 
into the Thoughts of any Man, but the infamous 
Author of it, neither into his (as malicious as his 
Nature wa») but in his fierce purfuit of Princely 
Bloud^ for that was the onelyDefign of all his 
Actions after the darting of the Otefian Villainy 
(of which this Teft was the firft Sacrament) to 
purfue and hunt down the Heir of the Crownj 
which all the World knows,and is now fatisficd„ 
he fought by numberlefs Perjuries, tho' by no- 
thing more than this Teft, by which he ftript his 
RoyalHighnefsoi^^ Guards of his moil faithfiill 

Fricndsj 
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Friends 5 and when he was left alone, it was an 
cafy matter to come to his Pcrfon, and in him 
to the Monarchy 3 fothat the very next thing that 
followed immediately upon it, was the B/aci Bill 
of Exclufion : And next to that it was the very 
Mafter piece of little Achitophel's Wickednels. 
But to return to my Argument. 

What is meant by Tranfubjlantiation is a thing 
altogether unkpovm and uncertain^ efpecially to 1 

the Perfons chiefly concerned, the Nobility and | 

Qentry of the Kingdom : It is a Word and a No- j 

tion chiefly handled by the Schoolmen and Meta- \ 

fhyficians Skill, in whofe Writings is the leaft ' 

part <^ a Gcntlcmans Education , their Learn- 
ing is more polite and practicable in the civil af- 
fairs of Humane Life, tounderftand the Rules of 
Honour and the Laws of their Country^ the Prac- 
tice of Martial Difcipline, and the Examples of 
great Men in former Ages,andby them to iquarc 
their own actions in their refpe^ivc Stations,and 
the like 5 but for the Wars between Scotm and 
Tf}omas Aquinas, the Nominalifts and the Realifts, 
and the feveral Common-wealths in the Meta- 
fhyfical World, they are not more beyond than 
they are below their Knowledge, and yet thefe 
numberlefs Sc<5ts of Difputers do not quarrel 
and differ more about any one thing, than the 
Notion of Tranfubftantiation. 

How unrcafonable a thing then is it, to im- 

pofe 
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pofe it upon the Nobility and Gentry of a vbole 
Nation under Forfeiture of all their Share in the 
Gcfoernment, to abjure a thing that is morally im- 
foffible for them to understand ? this fccms too 
bold and profane an Affront to Almighty God, 
in whofe Prefence the Proteftation is made 5 and 
onely declares that Men will fwear any thing, 
they know not what, before the great Searcher 
of Hearts, rather than lofc any worldly Intereft : 
And I dare appeal to the Honourable Mem- 
bers of both Houfes, if (when they confider fe- 
rioufly with themfelvcs) they have any diftinEl 
Idea or Notion in their minds of the thing they 
here fo folemnly renounce. I fancy if every 
Man were obliged to give his own account of 
it , whatever Tranfubftantiation may be , it 
.would certainly be Bahel 

The Two Fathers or rather Mid-Wifes of the 
firfl Trahfubilantiation TV//, in the Year 1^7^. 
were the two famous Burgejfes of Oxon^ who 
brought it forth without fo much as consulting 
their learned Z/«/t'er/?/^. How much the (/e«//(?- 
man Burgefs underftood , I can onely guefs 5. 
But I am very apt to believe that his Brother, , 
the Alderman ( if the Tryal were made ) can- 
not fo much as pronounce the word, much Ids 
hammer out the Notion. In fliort, there fccms. 
to be but a prophane Levity in the whole matter, 
and a ihamelcis abufc put upon God and Rcligi- 
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on, to carry on the wicked dcfigns of a Rebel 
Fadiion, as the Event hath proved. 

But for the true ftate of this Matter, I find 
my fclf obhged to give a brief hiftoricalAccount 
of the Rife and Progrefs of this Controver/ie of 
Tranfubftantiation^ which when I have done, the 
refult and fumm of the Account will be , that 
there is no one thing in which Chriftcndom 
more both agrees and dif agrees. All Parties 
content in the things and differ in the manner. 

And here the Hifto iy will branch it felf into 
Two parts: 

I. As the Matter is ftated in the Church of 
Rome, . 

II. As it hath been determined in the Prote- 
fiant Churches. 

Where the firft part will fub-divide it fclf into 
Two other branches. 

\ji. The Ecckfiafticalzccountofihc thingjthat 
is,theAuthoritativc Definitions and Determinati- 
ons of the Church about it. And, 

2fy. The Scholaftical account of the various 
Difputcs of the School-men among themfelves 
in their Cells and Cloyfters, none of which were 
ever vouched by the Authwity of the Church : 
and when I have reprefented the whole matter 
of Fa<i^I may fafely leave it to the Honour and 
Wifedom of the Nation to judge, whether of 
all things in the World Tranfubftantiation be

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not; the unfitteft thing in it to fct up for a Statt 
TESn 

In the firft place then it is evident to all Men, 
that are but ordinarilx convcrfant in Ecclefiafti- 
cal Learning, That the Ancient Fathers, from 
Age to Age afTerted the real and fubjlantial Prer 
fence in very high and exprefllve terms. The

' And the Latines agreeable with the Greeks , 
CoKverfion^ Tranfmutationj Transformation, Tranf- 
figt/ration, Tranfelementation,2sv^ at length 7rrf«- 
fifhfiafitiation: Bf all which they cxprefTed nothing 
ti^Ote hdr Icfi than the real and fubftantial Pre^ 
jeme in the Eucharift. 

But to reprefeni: their Aflertions at laige,would 
Toquire much too long aDifcourfc for this ihorc 
Emy. And therefore I lliall oncly give an ac- 
counted it from the time that it Hrft became a 
Controverfie. :

Difpute, was Bereng arius Arch Deacon of An- 
gers, in the Eleventh Century, about, the Year 
1 047 , who pleaded in his own behalf, the Au- 
thority of a Learned Man Johannes Scouk Eri- 
gena, who paffed without Cenfure in the Ninth 
Century j but, to pals him by, it is certain that 
Berengarius publickly denyed the Do<5trine of 
the Real and Subftantial Prefence <^ the Body

Myftcry into a mccr Typ: and Figure ? for thk 
he is condcnmed of Herefie in the Year 1050, 
in a Council at l^tme , under Ltb the Ninth 5 
and it) the £ime Year, in a S.y$m^ at Verfelies^^nd. 
another at Paris 5 and afterwards b^ ViSor the 
Second, in the Year 1055. Upon 'orhich jS^e»-

But about this time ^iflotles fhilofo^hy "w^as 
brought into ^iroff^.^Mi o£ Arabia^ as it was 
tranllated into the Arabick Tongue by Avenoes^ 
Avicenna and others, and oUt of them tranflated 
into Latin 3 for the Greek Language was at that 
time utterly loft in thdfe Wcftem parts of the 
World. This being then ai mighty ilovclty , 
the School-men, that were the onely pretenders 
to Learning at that time, embraced it with a 
greedy and implicit Faith, fuppo(it\g it the very 
GojJ>e/of all Philofophick Knowledge; and there- 
fore fct thcmfelves to mix aiid blend it with the 
Do<Sb:ines of the Chriftian Schools 5 and by its 
Kules and Maxims to explain 4II the Articles of 
thie Chriftian Faith. 

Amofig die reft he had one very odd Noti- 
on, fkigiuar to himfelf from all the other Phi- 
lofophers of Qreeee^ viz. That every fubfianee was 
compounded of matter and form-y and that thcfc 
two w^re really di ft inSl from one another 5. and 
then that the quantity of every Body was really 
diftin(^ ftom mc fiibftanee of it, and iodiftitM as 
to be pfarabk ftom it : And laftly,That aU other 

Qualities^ 
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Qualifies , Accideiiti , and PraJicameTas were 
founded not in the Subfiance, but in the Quart- 
. thy ;, ^^nd jth^refore. in all change of Affairs ever 
followed, its Fortunes.

In ^he Eighteenth Year of his Reign he futft- 
moned the 6mous Fourth, or great Council of 
iMte ran^ .AX. which were ^ prcfent above -400 Bi- 
ffiopsTMetrppohtans and Patriarchs , . befkics 
En^^^ffadours from all Princes in Chrii^dom, 
for recpycry^of the Holy* l^siri<^f Extirpation of 
Herefe,: and^fot Rieformation • of theGhurldb. 
In this Council the Word Tranjubftamhtte isfiirft 
i*fe<l in a Peci?ee of the Church, to cxpreisthe 
real ' o^ fubfiat^ial ^fcfme of the Body and 
Blpud of Chriilisic the; Sacrament,, under the 
ipecies of Bread and Wine : Where, in thcDe* 
cree againft the Herefie of the Albigenfes, who 
denied the Real Prefence^ it is Ena<aed, " That 

the Body and Bloud of Chrift, are really con- 
tained under the fpecies of Bread and Wine : The 
" Bread being Tranfubftantiatcd into the Body, 
^^ and the Wine into tf)e Bloud, by the Poller of

cannot but wonder howib many Learned Men 
ihould with fo. much aifiirance fanfie to them^ 
felves fuch a Definition in the Trent Council, of 
the MoJu6 of Tranfubftantiation, by the Amtihila' 
tion of the Subftance^ and the Permanency of the 
Accidents^ when the Fathers of that Council were 
fo for firom any fuch Defign, That they deiign d 
nothing more carefiilly. Than to avoid all Scho- 
laftick Definitions. The fubtil Diiputes about 
the Modus exifienJi (as they termed it) between 
the Dominicans and Franafcans in that Couhicd 
are defcribed at large by Father Paolohimklf in 
the Fourth Book of his Hiftory. But withal, he 
fays, they were extreamly Difpleafing and Offo- 
five to the Fathers, but moft of all to the NUN- 
CIO himfelf 3 and therefore it was refblved in a 
General Congregation to determine the'Afatter 
in as few and general Terms as poflibkj to of-

' menceagainft the Innovators (as they were then 
efteemcd ; ^ for when Mocettus mov'd to have the 
Wprd .Sitbfiance taken out of their Confcdlon of 
Faith, -Be%a and the Synod, not. without ibme 
^dignation, decreed againft them. 

, This Decree JStf%tf declares in his Epift^e M the 
Minifters of Z«r/Vj^ , dated M^y the 17/ib. 1573, 
fo extend to the Proteftants o{ France only, Icaft 
they who wefe Zuinglian^ fliould take Ofl^nce at 
it as a Cenfure particularly deligued againft them- 
selves. ^ 

But the higheil Declaration of the French 
Proteftants is that fent by their Embadadors to 
the German Divines, aifembled at Wormes Anna 
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1 5 c; 7* in MtrhicK Buiinefs Be%a was chief Mana- 
ger. H^e eonfefi, £iy they, that m the- Snpper cf 
Qwr hord^ not tody all the Benefif tfChnfi^ btU the 
very Subftance of the Son of Man, the very rcab 
FleA, the very Blood thiU he flfed for ,us^ mtosj^f 
to be pgttifed or Symbolically, Typically, or Fi*- 
guratively to be propofed as the Memorial of a thing 
ahfenty but to be truly reprefented, exhibited and^ 
onered^ to be received'^ the Symbols by no means ta 
he thwght nakgd, being annexed^ ifihicb becanfe of 
the Promife and Engagement of Cody always have^ 
the thiog./^ felf truly and certainly conjoin d^ whe*

But thefe Civilities and Coudeicentions were 
made iu their low Ebbs of Fortune : For when- 
ever they could flatter themielves with any Ad- 
vantage of laterefl, no Accomodations would 
ierve their Tucn. Thus at the £in^us Confe- 
rence at foiffyy before Charles the Ninth j Anno 
v.^6.iy where they iuppoled themielves wara^ 
and powerful enough, by the Favour of tho 
Queen-Mother ( who fiipported them for hes 
own Ends of Stace ^l. and. feme, great Minifters of 
State, who (by the way).foon after proved 
Rebels, I mean Coligny. and^ his Fadion j Bevutf 
who was the chief Manager in behalf of the

All Parties of 
Chriftendom agree in the Mfiance of the Do*- 
Brim, even the Crf/wwi^/ themfelvcs, who, tho 
fhey fometiffles attempted to deity it, had not 
Confidence enough to be fteady to their own 
Opinion, but were often forced to fubmit it tQ 
t^ cbnfent t>f Chriftendom. 

Frofti all thefe Premifes it is evident, thatpo 
one thing in the World is more unfit to be ftt 
ap for a tefi than TrarifHbfiantiation, Icerag alt 
Parties agree in the thing, thb not in the Word, 
and yet tho they do, they again (Jiiagree in 
numberlcfs Speculations about if, and* whcQ they 
hi^ve done, a!l Parties unanimodfly i^gree that 
the Modus is a thing utterly unknown and iii*- 
<jomprehenfible. So that take it one way^ ^ /.>.. ^ 
-as to the thing it ielf , or ihe nal^ Trefince, the 
Teft is a Defiance to all Chriftendont', t^e it the 
other way, as to the Modus^ k h nothing at all 
but only impoflng an uninteUigible thing upon the 
Wifdom and Honour of a Nation under the 
fevereft Penalties. O As 
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As fpr the Church ^ o£ Engl and , (lie agrees

mttniifn of the 'very Body and Blood of Chrift, by 
which form of Words thty then expreflcd the 
real Prefciice as •oppqs^d to Zuinglianiffn. 

This Liturgy being thus cftaWiflied, and with- 
al abetted by Aft of Parliament, for fome time 
kept up its Authority in the Church againfc aU 
OppoBtion ; though it was foon encountred with 
Enemies enough both at Home and abroad ouf 
of the Cahiman Qsartcrs. 

. At the end-of the Year enfuing Peter Martyr^ a* 
rank Sacrameptarian, came over, and after much 
Converfsttion with Crakmer^ li6wasplac*dRe]g/»r 
Profejjor in Oxford^Mvhcre he fooiiraifed Tumults a- 
bout the Xnimlian and Sacramentarian £>oftrines. 

But Bucer^ that prudent artd moderate Refor- 
mer, came not till (bme timeaft&r^- though invi- 
ted at the fanie time ;, And {o either cam^ too 
la^e or departed too (bon Ji -for as he came over in 
Jnne-f fo he dy*d in Jamiaty ^ fo that tho he were 
a great Aflcrtor of the real ffefence ( as oar; 
Ojurch-hijioriMn himielf often obferves ) he had 
not a Seafon to fow his Dodriiie, and Martyr 
reigning alone, and being a fur'&us.B^ott in his 
Principles, it is, no wonder if Z|«»gii<i/?^/ ipread 
with fo much Authority. 

But the moA fatal Blow to the .Heforoiation 
of the Church of England was given by Cdvins 
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Correfpondencc with the FrouBoTy and after- 
wards with Dudley^ taking upon him to r^/r/iire^ 
expufjge, reform, impofey at his own Pleafurej 
the Malignity of whofe Influence firft ditcovet- 
ed it felfin the Ceremonial War againft a Cap 
and a Tippet, but ibon wrought into the Vitals 
of the Reformation, cfpecially, as to the Litu's- 
gy and the EuchariA j both which muft be re,- 
moved to give way to the Zuinglian Errors. 

This Alteration was made in the ^th, Y^ar of 
the King *s Reign , tho precifejy when , and by p. kj^.. 
what Perfons, is utterly unknown, only it is re» 
mark'd by our Church-tiiftorian to have followed 
immediately after the Con(ecration of Hw/wr; 
When ( as he obferves ) the Bi.liops being gencr 
rally addi£);ed to the Twity ofKeligiony fpent moft 
of this Year in. preparing Articles which fhould 
contain the Dof^rine of the Church of Englandi 
Among which the o.^th. condemns the real Pre- 
fence, as the new Liturgy, to which they aro 
annexed, had before almofl run it up to tho 
Charge of Idolatry*

This Declaration, though it(eem*d to be aim'd 
with a particular- malice againft the Ltttherans^ 
and their peculiar manner of Afferting and Ex- 
plaining the real Prefence, yet it ftrikes . at the gc^ 
iieral Dod^rine it fclf, held in all Churches. And 
as thefe were the great alterations made at that 
time 5 fo who were the Authors and Contrivers 
of *em is fo utterly unknown to Hiflorians, that 
they are not fo much as able to con)edure« 

Dodor Heykn would afcribe it either to the 
Convocation it felf, or fome Commiittee appoint- 
ed by it. But this is the officious Kmdnefs of the 
good Man to help out the poo^pprefled Church 
at that time^ ' at a dead Lift, having no Record or 
Authority for his Aflertion.

thefe Terms ought not to be texpiode^, becaufc 
the Andents generally ufed them in their Dit 
courfes upon this Arguijnent. ' ' 

ibiit Biihop 4vdr^j^ his PafTage, though grown 
Vular and Tread-bare, by being fb conitinually 
quoted, beft deferves our Obfervation', becau^ 
by tHaff means it is made not onfy a X)ecIaration 
of his own-5ence, l)ut of all that, followed him 
in i(, and that is of almoft all the learned Men of 
thcChureh oiEngland^ that have fucceeded from, 
that time. The Paffage is in his Anfwer to BeUar- 
mine in thefe Words* - 

' the. Cardinal is not ignorant^ except "rptlfiittyy 
tbdf Chriji hath faid. This is my Body. Now 
about the Obje£b we are both agreed ; all the Con- 
tro'sterjie is about ' the Modus. fFe fttmly believe 
that it is the Body of Chriji^ bat after what man- 
. ner it is made to befo, there is not a Word extant 
itttheGofpel, and therefore we rejeSi it from be- 
ing a Matter of Faith. We will, if you pleafi^ 
place it among the Decreer of the Schools ; but by 
no means among, the : Articles trf Religion^ -What 
Durandus faid of old, we . approve of, . We heat 
the Word, feel the EfFefl:, know not the Man- 
ner, believe the Prefence. And fo we believe 

the 
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the f re fence toOy and that real no leji than your 
fel^es i Only we define nothing rajhly of its Modus, 
neither do we curioujly inquire into it ; no more than 
how the Blood ofChrifi cleanfith us in our Baptifm ; 
no more than how in the Incarnation of Chrifi the 
Humane Nature is united to the Di'vine. We ran\ 
it in the Order of Myfteries (and indeed the whole 
Eucharifi it felf is nothing but Myftery) what re- 
mains be fide J ought to be confumed by Fire^ that is 
as tlje Fathers elegantly exprefi it^ to be adord by 
Faith y not examined by Reafon. 

This was his State of the Controverfie, that 

was then perus'd and approved of by King James^ 

and ever after retained by the Divines of the 

Church of England down to the llebellion and 

Subverfion of Church and State, and then it was 

carried into Bani(hment with its ConfefTors. For 

whilfl his late Majefty refided at Cologn^ it was 

there commonly objeded, in his own Preience, 

by the Roman Divines againft the Church of Eng-- 

landj That all its Members were mere Zuingli- 

ans and Sacramentarians^ that believed only an 

imaginary Prefence. 

Upon this Dr. Coftns^ who was then Dean of 
the Chapel Royal, by his Majefty's Command 
writes a Difcourfe to vindicate the Church' of 
England from that Calumny^ and to give an Ac- 
count of its Sence concerning the true and real 
Pre-fence ; in which he declares himfclf to the 

I fame 
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fame purpofe with all the forementioQed Authors, 
all along vehemently aflerting the true reality of 
the Prefence, and ftill declaring the Modtts to be 
ineffable, unfearchable, above our Senfes, and 
above our Reafon. 

So that ftill all Parties are agreed in the thing 
it felf, were it not for that one miftaken Suppo- 
fition, That the Church of Rjome hath not only 
defin'd the IfUtter^ but the Manner^ which (he is 
fo far from pretending to atttmpt, that before 
{he proceeded to decree any thing about it, flie 
declar*d that it was (b incomprehenjible, that it 
was not capable of being dcfin*d, as we fee all 
Chriftendom h^th done befide. 

Now after all this I leave it to the common 
Sence and Ingenuity of Mankind, whether any 
thing can be more barbarous and profane than to 
make the renouncing of a Myftcry , (b- unani- 
moufly receiv'd, a^ate TEST. AjkI that is my 
prefent Concernment about it, not as a Point of 
Divinity, but a» turned into a Point of State. 

Thus far proceeded the Old Church of Eng- 
landy which as it was banifhcd, (b it was refio- 
red with the Crown.- But by reaibn of the long 
Interval of Twenty Years between the Rebelli- 
on and Rcftitution, there arofe a new Generati- 
wi of Divines that kftop w^ Jofeph. Thefe Men 
ftnderhand deferred and undermined the Old 
Church,, as it ftood upoa Dwine Kight^ and Cd' 
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tholick^frinciplef^ and inftead of it ere62:ed a New 
Church of their own Contrivance, confining 
|>artly of Independency ^ partly of Brafiianifm^ 
with the Independmty leaving no {landing Autho- 
xity in the ChriAian Church over private Chri- 
Aians, but leaving every Man to the arbitrary 
Choice of his own Communion j with Erafius al- 
lowing no Jurifdidion to the Clu-iilian Church, 
but what is derived from the Civil Magidrate. 

Thefe Principles being Pleafing to the Wan- 
ton nefs of the People, thefe Men foon grew 
popular, and fbon had die Confidence to call 
themlelyes the Church of England: But the 
principal ^Ob^^' of their Zeal was the Deftrudih 
on of Popery, and the only Meafure of Trudi, 
with theni, wa^ Oppofition to the Church of 
Rome. And theretore they aiTum'd to tiiem' 
ielves the Management ot that great and glo- 
rious War. 

And as they managed it upon new Princi- 
ples, or indeed, none at all (never writing for 
our Church, but only againft that Church ) {o 
they advanced new Arguments to repreient the 
Church of Rowtf as Odious as poffible, to the 
People. Among thefe the Two mod frightftil 
Topicks, were Tranfubjiantiation and Idolatry. 
One was a very liard Word, and the other a 
very ugly one. Thefe Two Words, they 
made the Two great Kettle-drums to the Pro- 

1 3 teftant 
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teftanc Guards. They weie contioually beating 
upon them with all their Force, and whenever 
they found themfelves at any Difadvan^ge with 
an Enemy (as they often were by prefling too 
far, for they never thought they did enough in 
the Gaufe ) by making a Noiie upon thefe Two 
loud Engines, they could at pleafure drown the 
Difpute. 

Now, ever fince this alteration of the State 
of the War between the Two Churches, we 
hear little or nothing at all of the real Frefenee 
in the Caufe, but it is become as great a Stran- 
ger to the ( /. e. their ) Church of England as 
iranfubfiantiation it felf, but the whole matter is- 
refolved into a nleer Sacramental Figure and Re- 
preientation, and k Participation only of the Be- 
nefits of the Body and .Blood of Chrift by Faith. 

I know not any one Writer of that party of 
Men that hath ever own'd any higher Myfte- 
ry, but on the contrary they ftate all the DiC- 
putes about the Ecicharift upon Sacraimntarian- 
PrincipleSy and with them to ail^rt the true re- 
ality of the . Prefence of out Saviour's Body 
and Blood in the Sacrament, as naturally re(blves 
k felf into Tranftubfiantiation^ as that does into 
Jdoliftry. 

And tlie main Argument iniiAed upon by 
them, is the natural Impoffibility of the thing 
ir felf Co the Divine Omnipotence^ which beHde 

the 
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the prophane Boldnels of preicribing Meafures to 
God* s Attributes' in a Myftery that they do not 
comprehend j *tis, as appears by the Premifes, a 
Defiance to the Pra£lice of all Churches, who 
have ever acknowledged an incompnehenfihle My- 
ftery, not fuhjeSi to the Examination of Uumam 
Reafifty but to be imb raced purely upon the Au* 
thority of a Divine Revelation. 

And therefore that ought to be • the only mat- 
ter of Difpute. For H it be a Divine Revelati'- 
on (as all Cbridendom. hath hitherto believed )> 
that determines the Cafe without any further En- 
quiry^ and ^any Man will not be fatisfied with 
' that Authority,, he makes very bold with his 
Maker.. And men of thofe Principles would no 
doubt make admirable Work with the Definiti- 
ons ok Article&of Faith by the Four firil generS^l 
Councife. 

But to let their new way of Arguing pa(s,. it 
is thefe Men that firfl let. up Sacramentarian Prin- 
cipVs in this Church, and then blew them into- 
the Pas liament Houfe, raifing di«rc, every Seflion, 
continual Tumults about. Religion, and it is to > 
their Caballing with the Menroers that we owe 
thefe new and unprefidented T ESTS^ perhaps 
to have their own Decrees and Writings eftablifH- 
cd by Law, and impofed upon the whole Nation. 
as Gofpel. 

In (hort, if they own a real Prefinccy we 

fee 
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fee from the Premifes how little the Contro- 
verfie is between that and TranfubfiatOiation as 
it is truly and ingenioufly uijderftood by all 
reformed Churehes. If tliey do not, they dif- 
own the Doftrine both o£ the Church of Efra- 
latid and the Church Catbolic1{^y and then if 
they own only a fignratwe Prefince C and it is 
plain they own w other ^ they ftand condemo- 
ed of Herefie by almoft all Churches in the 
Chriftian World ; and ifthis be the thing intend- 
ed to be (et up ( as it certainly is by the Au- 
thors and Contrivers of it^ by renouncing 
TranJubfiantidtiM , then the Refult and Bottom 
of the Law is under this Pretence to bring a 
new Herefie hy Latp into the Church o£ England, 

And yet upon this Foot I find the Controver- 

/ie (lands at this pfrefent Day between the' Bi- 

/ V ^ ^ , Chop of Rome, or the Bifliop of Condom on one 

■ * '" - part, and little Jutian in the Back-fliop with 

his Dragoons on the other part: The Bi(hop 
cfiabliflies the Real • Prefcnce in Oppotition to 
the F/^«r^^/wi His Anfwcrer turns the whole 
l«^yftery into, mecf Type and Figure, by fet- 
ing up a figurative Interpretation of the Words 
of Inffitutioiij and yet confeffes it at the £aroe 
time to be fomewhat ntore than a Figure. 

To this it is rcply'd , I would gladly know 
what that is, which is not the thing it felf, but yet 
is Mifre than a mcer Fignre of it ; To this it is an- 

fwered, 
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fwercd, That the Prefencc is Spiritual, but yet 
Real j but how a Corporeal Subftance (hoold 
have a real Spiritual Pretence, is a thing that 
requires more Philofophy to clear it up than 
TranfubflantiaPiony or in the Words of the Author 
bimfelf : We fuppofe it to be a plain C^xtradiBion 
that Bodyjhould haiMiany Exifience, hnt what alone- 
is proper to a Body that is CwporeaL 

This is their lail Reiblution of this Contro- 
verde, that a true real Prefence is a Coiitradi- 
6J^ion i and Co I think is a real fpiritual Prefence 
of a bodily Subflance. 

This Scent the whole Chace follows, and una- . 
iiimoufly agree in this Cry, That there is no* 
Prelence, but either meerly Figurative, and that 
(huts our all Keaiity, and is wtPverfaUy condemned 
by all the Reformation j or meeriy jpiritnat^ (i. e.) 
the prefent Efie^s and Benefits of the abfent Bo- 
dy and Blood of Chrift, which hath been all a- 
long equally cafliired by all other Reformed 
Churches, as the other grand Scandal of iMin- 
gliamfm. 

Thfts the London Anfwerer to the Oxford Dif- 
C€urfes : There can be no Keat Prefence, but ei- 
flWr Figuratively in the Elements, or Spiritually 
in the Souls of thofe who worthily receive them, .r ^ 

So Dr. St, T. c. Di*^ 

All which the Do&rnie of our Church implies Hi^th^^'^ 
iy tbk Fhrafe, is only a real Prefence if Chrifts 

inviHble 
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iovifible Pbwer and GrsiCCy fo in and mith the £fo- . 
menpSy ,as hy the faithfkl receiiving of them to con- 
*vey real and ^iritual EffeSs to the SohU' ofMen^ 

The, Ox/w-i Anfwerer to the Oxford DiCcouries. 
allows no other real frefetwe but the I'lrtualPrc- 
fence, that is, the .meer Effect. 

So the popular Author of the Difcourfe againft 
Tranfuhjiantiation, makes no Medium between the ; 
meer ngurati've Prefence and Tranftdtjlantiationy 
fo that all other Prefence, that is not meerly Fi- 
gurative, comes under the Notion of Tranfub' 
Jtantiation, 

Now the gentleft Charai^er he is pleafed to 
give of this Monjier^ is this. That ifje Bujinef? of 
Tranfubftantiation is' not a Controverjie of Scri- 
fture again ft Scriptufey or of Keafon againji Keafon^ 
bfttofidmvnright Impudence againft the plain mean- 
ing of , the Scripture^ and all the Sence and Keafon 

of iM Mankind. 

But befides the intolerable Rudenefs of the 
Charge againft all the Learned Men of the 
Church of Kome^ as the worft of Sots and Ideots^ 
if there be no middle real Prefence between Tran- 
fuhjiantiatien and the Figure, he hath caft all the. 
Proteftant Churches into the fame Condemnation 
of &//'and Foolf. 

But however rafli and prepofterous it may 
be fo; Perfons that beheve the real Piefence to 
abjure the -Word TranfHbjiantiation^ yet to de-

gainft that Church, and run up all -Objcdlion* 
againft it into nothing lefs than Jtheifm and Blaf- 
fhemyj of which Idolatry is the greateft Inftance.

Now if we compare this antient Idolatry oy 
the Jewsy with diat of late charged by fome men 
upon all Chriilians of the Roman Communion, 
I know not which will appear greatefL ttie Malice 
ep the Folly cf the Charge.

- But let them takeivhich the pleaf&(for they are 
ehcir own Carvers in' all their own Controverfies ) 
if it be no Idolatry to Worihip towards an Image^ 
after all their Frights^ey feirly give up the Qufe 
to the Church of Hmk^ that requires no more* 
' But the^cond Reply, is much niore cui?ioia& 
and niecaphyfial, Th^ tlie Cherubims were not 
&en by tn^ People, and adoted but once a year by 
the High Prieft : Here then we diifttMuifli be- 
tween the Idolatry of the Sight and the Mnd ; an 
haigcfeen is IdoUtry<y but if cfveredjxh none, S& 
that to adore the Hofl expofed, \$ Idolatry ; but 
in a Pix, 'tis none. What Rubbifh is here to fluff 
em -fo weiehty an Arguiiaent 1 ; 

BCit. If they <lid not JAr their Images in the Ark,. 
diey knew them to be there, and ot what Foim' 
they were, being <k(crS)ed to thembyOod him- 
ielf in their Law^ Upon thefe Terms it feems a 
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Blind Man caia never . be an Idolater.; and if all 
the Romanifls would fhut their Eyes at ccnveni-f 
ent Times, f^ey would quit themfelves of this 
black Acaimtlon. 

£ut the High PrieO: ufed -this Solemnity only 
once a year. Jf it were Idolatry^ it was as un- 
lawful once a year, as if done< every day ; and if 
lawfully done but once- a year, it was no JJala- 
try : Its being feldom or frequent, makes no dif- 
ference^ it is either-always Idolatry, or it is never 
fa 

>And yet the£: little -Pretences are the lafl Re- 
fuk of diis gre^t Argument ; and when we have 4 
loaded the greated part of Chriftendom with the 
fbuleft Crime in the World, we think to make 
good the Accuiation by fuch fhameleis Shifts and 
Pretences as thefe.; for in thefe Trifles, the Di^ 
pute as to the Gierubim Images^ ended ; and yen 
the Clamour of Uolatrj is kept up as high as ever 
to this very day. 

But what Im^^ do the Roman Catholiques 
worlhip ? ,Do they woifliip any Image or Symbols 
of Faije Gods J as die Supreme Deities i l£ they 
do not, then mey are innocent of the n^orj^part 
of Idolatry. Or do they attempt to make a Simt- 
litude of the true Gody or uncreated Diyine Nature .<? 
That is the other part of Idolatry^ and the Scrip- 
ture knows no more ; therefore however fuperfu- 
tious they may be in their ufe of Images, yet they 

. cannot 
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cuuioc be guilty of lioiatry^ but upon one of 
thde two Accounts^ which no Maa was ever yet 
(q iurdy jis to charge upon that Church. 

Till thertfore it be proved that they worfhip 
liTUgesoffalfi Gods as the Supreme Deiti^s^ or' 
that they worftiip the true God by CorporeaUmages' 
and Reprefentations of his Divine Nature, there is 
no Footing for Idolatry in Chriftendom. 

As for the Adoration of the Hoft, till they 
can prove 'tis given to jk either as a Symhol of a 

falfe God^ or the PiBuire of the true one^ howlb- 

ever faulty it may be other wife, it can be no Ido- 
latry. 

And as for the Invocation of Saints, unlels 
diey worfhip them as the Supreme God,the Charge 
of Idolatry is an idle Woro, and the Adonition 
% felf that is given to them as Saints, is ^ dired: 

Protefiation t^Mufi Idolatry^ becauife it fuppofes a 
Superior Deity ^ and that Suppofitioh cuts off the 
very being Idolatry, 

But to give an Account of their precarious 
NoEions of Idolatry^ and their more precafio,us 
ways of proving it, would fwell to Volumes ; 
and therefore at prelent I ihall difmils the Argu- 
ment, and ftiall only obferve what a Barbarous 
Thing it is to make the hiyssyportunes and Ltberties 
of the Ei)gliih Uohility and Gerdry to depend upon 
4iGh Trifles .anfj Crudities, by remarking the un- 
heard of and un^KiraUel'd Penalties that are annexed 
to fo flender a jlaw, Tr£. ^ That

our Modern Zeal will not be confined to the 
gentle Modefation of our Fore-fathers ; but now 
we mud fufFer all thefe, with many more, to 
dielofsof OUT Birth-rightfy mdaUJ^enefitfofLaWy 
for no higher AiSfc of Recufancy^ than not fwearing 
to the Truth of Dr^Snlhl^^^mi aod Wtmaitufu 
Notion of Idolity ; for'thatln reality is the bottom 
of all this Mifchief and Madnefs. 

* And as it is advanced among into fo bloody a 
Charge ; I cannot but declare my utter Abhorrence 
both of that, and its Abetters, as fwom Enemies 
to the Peace of Chriftfendom ;, and in the Refult 

of all J I find, That Idolatry made the Ploty and that 
the Plot made Idolatry^ and that the fame Perfons 
made both. 

Thus begging Allowance for Humane Infirmi- 
ties, lefler Errors and Miftakes, which in fp much 
variety of Argument and Citation will efcape the 
greateft Care, I have declared my prefent Judg- 
ment of this unhappy Law, as I will anfwer for 
my Integrity to God and the World.
